had ſuſtained during the late war, from the depreciation of the paper currency, loan office 
certificates, and other public fecurities, That when in addition to ſuch loſſes they con- 

templated the merit of thoſe who ſuffered them, it could not but increafe their concern, 
that the power öf relief was not within the compals of the fœderal reſources, without max- 
ing a diſerimipatign between, them and other citizens in different parts of the Union, who 

have ſuſtained lofles of the fame nature'and in a ſimilar extent, But that whilſt they 
viewed ke dae as. inconſiſtent with the principles of private juſtice and the 
poke intereſt; and under thaf impreffion' forbore to adviſe it, they entertained fo ſtrong a 
enſe of the Toffes' ſuſtained by the memorialift and their claims to every . er of attcn- 
tion, that they decwed it expedient to recommend them to the notice of the Legiſlature of 
this State. Whereupon Congreſs did reſolve, that the claims of the ſaid memorialiſts be 
teferred'to theLegiſlatureof r is State, and that it be recommended to them to make ſuch 
provifian fot the memoiialifts, as they might judge proper in conſideration of their mefits.
